In the recent blue book issued by the Min- 
ister of "Justice, I'li-e "Inspectors' report on 
penitentiaries contains the following remarks : 
; " It will be observed that the parole law 
tends to reduce the number oi pardons grant- 
ed. This partial substitution of parole for 
absolute freedom affords an additioaal se- 
curity to the public. The restrictions at- 
tached to parole are an inceative to good 
conduct, and- the probcitioiiary period of con- 
ditional freedom affords a test of the assur- 
ances upon which the convict obtained his 
freedom. 

■ "The general effect of incarceration or in- 
stitutional treatment is to lessen self-reliance, 
and it would be of mutual advantage to the 
convict and the State if -those relea&ed by 
pardon or expiry of sentence were subjected 
tcr similar restraint for a reasonable period 
after release. It. is the opinion of those en- 
gaged in the assistance of .ex-convicls that 
direct police surveillance should be restricted 
tc dangerous or habitual ■criminals.^ Those who 
really desire to become law-aibiding citizens 
^re irritated and discouraged by police inter- 



lerence, ana in several cas 




Ifedge, have assigned it as a reason for subse- 
quent crime. What such a man requiresis a re- 
liable and tactful local patron or adviser, to 
whom he can appiy in case of difficulty, and 
who will advise, assist, and encourage him in 
his efforts to rehabilitate his oharacttr. In 
SwitzerlsTid the system has been in practical 
operation for several years with extremely 
satisfactory results. "The success of the 
'Prison Gate Work ' carried on for the past 
few years by the Salvation Army in Toronto

of assisting convicts sfter release. Tt is no 
loiigcr a mere theory. Its practical eiFeeLS 
are well-known and acknowledged. 

"The principal officer engaged in Prison 
Gate Work, Brigadier Archibald, of Toronto, 
has voluntarily undertaken to give special 
attention to convicts rel-eased on parole from 
our penitentiaries, and since the commence- 
ineni oi tiie current nsCijl j>ear nc n-^-? nt^-si 
devoting his recognized abilities to the work. 
The interest aroused by his effort is already 
apparent, and "we are confident that the pres- 
ent year will mark an important epoch in the 
history of Canadian penology. The operation 
of the parole law has (been a iboon to many 
delinquents and an equal advantage to the 
State. With the supplementary provision for 
the employinent of a. parole agent of exper- 
ience, ability, and whole-souled devotion to 
the work there can be little doUbt that the 
benefits intended and anticipated by the 
statute will be fully realized, at least as_ far 
as those .paroled ifrom Federal Institutions 
are concerned.

An Incident of Our Prison Gate Work. 






IS eyes glared in defiance at the guard. 
His iirart 'wns as h^rd as gtous. Hi] 
teeth were clenched

He hated the 
world because he thought the world hated 
him. His mental vision was distorted. 

At the moment we were introduced to him 
he was clutohine: tihe iron 'bars of liis ceil. 
He had attracted the attention of bis guaius' 
by throwing into the corridor the contents ot 
a pail, and everything, else he could force 
through the small apertures. The few re- 
maining furnishings were smashed to atoms, 
whilst he hurled himself against the sides of 
his. prison like a-mad-man. 

" Go," said a superior to a subordinate, 
" seize that prisoner and put Jiim into an 
isolated cell." 

The big, muscular «iiard hesitated, and 
looked somewhat appealingly into the face of 
his superior. Who would not quail at the 
task of overcoming such an irresponsible be- 
ing, who at the moment valued his own life 
as little as he did the lives of those lie hated 
— the representatives df the law. The ceil 
of this incorrigible prisoner had more the ap- 
pearance of a slaughtei^-house than a place 
of human liabitaticn. The walls were be- 
spattered with blood, the floor was red in 
patches, whilst with the tenacity of a drown- 
ing man, the prisoner peered through the bars 
of his cage with a savage expression, reveal- 
ing several gaping wounds on his, face. His 
hands were also stained with 'blood — enough, 
certainly, to terrify any man. 

Frequent Fren;cy. 

No one was responsible in any way for the 
frenzy of the prisoner, nor was this occurrence 
at all unusual during his tv/elve months' in- 
carceration. At most unlikely periods: hu 
seemed to become possessed of the devil, and 
became unmanageable. Haif-a-dozcn guards 
would seize him, bear down upon him, tie 
his hands and feet, and then carry him to a 
cell far to the other side of the prison, where 
he would continue to remain defiant indefin- 
itely. 

Time after time he had threatened the lives 
of the guards, and not only was his rebellion 
against the representatives Of the law, but 
several times during 'his imprisomiicnl »mj 
he serious altercatioiis with his fellow-prison- 
ers. On one occasion he leii upon a work- 
mate, and would haye killed him doubtless, if 
the prisoners near by had not interfered. 

Severe punishment would follow. We will 
not inflict upon the reader its harrowing de.- 
tails. He would leave " the machine " as un- 
repentant as ever, seemingly sorry only that 
the authorities had stopped short of taking 
has very life. Returning to a cell completely 
cut off from the main part of the prison, he 
would spend .weeks in solitary confinement 
The silence was only broken by the monoton- 
ous tread of the prisoner as he paced the stone 
floor, and the visits of the two guards who 
looked after him. We say two guards, for it 
was unsafe for one to attend to tiie prisoner. 

The Savage Tamed. 

This v.'ild rhan was conquered, however, and 
became at length as docile as a child in tlie 
hands of our Prison Gate OfiScer, whose visits 
were encouraged by those in authority. Tnt 
sympathetic talks and prayers of the Salvs- 
tionist bCf4.^n to affect the stony heart; tne 
words liiiy spoken seemed like drops oi water 
upon a rock, truly, but in time they wore 
their way in, and the prisoner said at Isst that 
all in the v/orld were not his enemies, and 
ultimately his heart yha touched— yea, broken 
— .by love. On leaving the prison this on^ 
desperate man allowed himself to be guiaefl 
by the hand of our Prison Gate Officer, and 
we have reason to hope he has started on a 
new and a better life, through tlie ^ood jiitlU" 
eiices which were placed around hnn by tlw 
Salvation Army during his incarceration,-^ 
I'rv.

OSES may be said to have been the 
first leader of the earliest Salvation 
Army. 

God chose him, trained hini, disciplined 
him, and led him in a very remarkable way. 
In fact, in many senses, his life was a 
career ol miraculo-as .dsl'^srances, i'lustrat 
ing faith, courage, unselfish devotion, sacri- 
fice, the never-mind-me spirit, and above all 
how a leader, the Captain of his corps, can and 
should take upun his own soui the needs, 
failings, and weaknesses of his people, and 
bear them before God, fighting every inch 
trom the devil, and claiming absolute victory 

CaCIl SLCp Ol LiiC Vmjr, 

Bringing the people out of Egypt, deliver- 
ing them from the slavery of Pharaoh and 
his taskmasters, despoiling tlie Eft>ptians, 
confronting and crossing the Red Sea, were 
all parts of an immense plan, the details of 
which required almost superhuman leader- 
ship at every turn; but Moses did nol flir.cV. 
nor fail. His heart was fixed. He had 
definitely chosen to suffer affliction with the 
people of God/ratlher than to enjoy tlie pleas- 
ures of Egyptian court life to which he was 
entitled, and we learii m the Book of He- 
brews, that it was by faith he went through 
each successive stage of trial and difficulty. 

The Greatest Test. 

But perhaps the greatest tests of Moses' 
endurance really came to him when he found 
himself in the wilderness at the lead of a 
quarter of a miUiar. discontents, each fUy 
revealing new causes for tlicii mui'riiurings, 
and teyond ^11 human resource for lijecling 
their needs, or allaying their fears. 

On one occasion, when God calieu Moscs 
up in tii€ mount to give him more explicit 
commands and instructions concerning the 
peoples he vi^as delayRd' p" long ihat they 
imagined he had forsaken them, and would 
never return. 

So they thought they would set up an 
Army of their own, leave the original S. A., 
and have a kind of bogia affair I Turning 
tc Aaron they made bin- their leader, and 
demanded that he should make a gokleu calf 
for them to worship. 

J.here IS a good deal of ' calf ■'■ about suci; 
bogus affairs ! Poor Aaron I They fright- 
ened him into melting the gold, and putting 
it into a shape they coul i worshit) to their 
heart's content. 

They are not the only humans, before nor 
smce, who have worshipped gold. 

Moses Again Tested. , 

But God was very displeased wilh them,' 
and already while Moses "/vas on the mount, 
told him jwhat they were doing, and said His 
wrath should consume them, and He would 
make of Moses himself a great and mightier 
nation than they; and yet Gori so worded 
the suggestion as to throw open to Moses 
himself this plan, making it dependent upon 
his acceptance. 

" Let Me alone," He said, " that My wrath 
may wax hot against 'them, and that I may 
consume them : and I will make of thee a 
great nation." 

Already God had tested Moses by throw- 
ing back the ownership and leadership of the 
people upon him ; saying, " Thy people wfhich 
thou broughtest out of the land of Epypt 
have corrupted themselves. . ." 

Oh, how grandiy does Moses' character 
shine, and reveal to us what a height and 
depth of soul abandon and utter sel^oblivion 
we human leaders may climb to at this brave- 
hcartcd man threw himself at God's feet and 
besought for pardon, grace, and forbearance 
for his troublesome corps. It was as though 
he said : " Nay, nay. Lord ; they are not my 
people, but Thine," and then, reminding God 
of His covenant promises to Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob, pleaded, for the sake of his repiita- 
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tion among the heathen nations aroimd as 
Israel's. God, that , He iwould pardon and 
rtstoie thcin to His favor. 

Not for a monieiit does Moses seem to have 
considered the great opportunity of self- 
aggrandisement and exaltation that vfa.s even 
oiiered to him by Ciorl HimseU, nt the eTcnensir- 
of the wandering people. 

.So Moses prevailed with God on theii' be- 
half, but turned sadly down the mount to 
meet histt'aithiess corps lace to face and deal 
with their sin. 

Little did they know how his noble soul 
had already undertaken to bear the weight 
of their sins before God, and plead for theju 
with that irresisLible persistence which will 
not, cannot, be denied. 

Dealing unflinchingly and fearlessiv .with 
their sin in all its gravity, Moses told them 
he would return to God and seek to make an 
atonement for them. 

Then it was that he prayed that never-to- 
be-forgoten prayer, which perhaps reaches 
the top stone df sublimity, pathos, and self- 
.sacrifiee recorded of humans. Confessing 
before God the enormity of their transgres- 
sion, lie cries out: 

" Yet now, if Thou wilt forgive their .sin 
. . . : and if not, blot me I pray Thee, out of 
Thy book which Thou hast written.'' 

Moses felt if his people were not forgiven, 
then his own part in God's Kingdoiti would 
be almost unendurable! If they were nut 
forgiven, then he also chose to be blotted 

out of GOu'S book. With his pcOplc ii'j vVOLlld 

stand or fall. With them he would be blessed, 
Oi with them he would endure the displeas- 
ure and wrath of God, Their cause was his 
cause. He could forego everything for Ihem 
— ^but without them be could not even ciin- 
sent to be blessed. 

Willing to be Scapegoat, 

In the Gospel age, after the Holv Spirit 
had baptized the Church of God, we hear 
Paul crying out from the depths of his great 
unselfish soul : " 'Would to God that I were 
accused for my brethren." 

But Moses had no Bible biographies or 
Pentecost outpourings to guide or inspire 
hi.s .'ionl. H." ."^lands mit as np.e hy himself. 
A lonely man, to whom God entrusted an 
unique commission, with no human partner 
co-equal to him in soul or spirit, and yet the 
humblest and most entirely self-forgeiiful of 
any of the iium-.n family. 

But God undertook to teach Moses, and in 
this instance He gave him the unalterable 
law (the sense of Wihich he had not yet 
grasped) : 

" Whosaevcr hath sinned against Me, iiim 
will 1 blot oat of My book." 

Each soul must bear the penalty of its own 
misdeeds. 

There is no such thing as confiscation of 
guilt in the Kingdom ot God. No favoritism 
With Him, no respect of persons. 

Moses' noble soul might desire to bear his 
people's punishment, but they must bear their 
own. 

Not until tihe Man Christ Jesus was re- 
vealed to humanity as God's own appointed 
.substitute for man's sin could any other stand 
in that divine stead. 

Mark well, however, the alternative of 
God's intention, as He told Moses subse- 
quently Bhat hencefor'tih He would not Him- 
self ibe tlhe leader of such a people, but He 
would send an angel before tihem to drive 
hack their enemies. 

Did Moses accept this? No; ihewas not 
content. Here was another subject for his 
intercession. He must wrest a larger bless- 
ing than that from God's hand. Let us see 
how he set to work to do so. Was it an 
insignificant detail? I trow not. 

First, there must be a stripping off of the 
people's ornaments. Yes ; they must all 



come off. You thought it did not matter; 
that God does not concern Himself with 
Vfhat men and women wear; that He looked 
only at the .heart. You were mistaken. 

In God's 'word, no one came very near to 
Him decorated wilh worldly ornaments. It 
was by His express command that there and 
tihen, by Horeb Mount side the oinaments 
must be put oif. 

And what more suitable for guilty souls, 
whose very love of gold liad led tlieni to 
v.'orship it-, that there should be an entire 
abandon of every mark of vanity, workllir.css, 
and pride in their personal appearance, as 
they seek His pardon and mercy. 

Little does it become a humble peniten't 
suppliant to be bedecked with worldly orna- 
mental attire. Too often just such things 
have fed the flames of self-coriccit and boa.'^t 
fulness ,wliiOh have bolstered up tlie sinner 
in his or her -worldly course of arrogance, 
haughtiness, and fancied superiority, 

" Therefore nOw," He says, " put "flf the 
ornaments from thee that I may know ^fliat 
to do unto thee." 

'Without the Camp. 

But there was another important, detail 
which Moses did not neglect: the tabernacle 
must be pitched without the camp. 

" And it came to pass that every one which 
fought the Lord went out unto the tabernacle 
of the congregation, which was without the 
camp," 

If you follow up iiiat thought Lhrcughout 
the Word of God you v.'ill find a special 
meaning attadhed to those words '' witlhout 
the camp." 

Our blessed Lord Jesus Himself wa^ lif:ed 
high upon Calvary outside the city precincts, 
and we are told in Hebrews that He might 
sanctify the people He suffered without the 
gate. 

■' Let us go lorth, tiierciore, unto Ilini 
without the camp, bearing His reproach." 
. Yes, if we would be near Him, enjoy His 
iliLinmcy, live in His Smile, hear His secrets, 
learn His will, and obtain like inspiration 
f'om His courage and love, wc must also 
follov/ Him outside the camp. What a 
breaking-off of worldly or unholy friendships 
tliat sometimes involves! What a severance 
of ties wihich cost us more t'lian words can 
sum up ! 

Plans, ambitions. Intentions, air-castles of 
our own fond Imagination, relationships — aye, 
and a great deal more — must be left behind 
when we step out in His track " without the 
ratnp/' 

When an Israelite made up liis mind to 
seek God, he had to step out from .iniong 
his fellows, and signiify that new resolve by 
going outside the camp. 

It was a marked thing, ft could not be hid. 
His neighbors would see and talk about it. 
■VVe are even told that when Moses went out- 
side the iCamp into the tabernacle, every man 
stood at his tent donr and looked after him. 

iiurely here is one justification (if any be 
needed) of our penitent form. 

It marks a man out amongst his fellows, 
as one who feels his need as a sinner, and is 
stepping out into a new path, that of a Christ- 
ian 1

To Visit the Holy Land En Route to 



The arrangements for the General's iourth 
— iwill it he his last? — soul-saving camcaign 
in Australia and New Zealand, are almost 
complete. 

He will leave London on Mardh and, and, 
taking the overland route, join. the P. and 0. 
steamer at Marseilles, and emroark on ihis 
voyage next day. 

The original ^lan was that the General 
should proced direct to Australia and begin 
his campaign there ; but 'besides having a 
personal Idesire to brealk Itiis journey and pay 
a flying visit to Jerusalem, he has been 
pressed by many friends and comrades here, 
as well as good friends of the Army elsc- 
vVhere, to 'do so. 

At first the General subordinated his 
inclination to utility, not quite seeing how 
he could get an adequate return, in the in- 
terests of the Airmy, for the expenditure of 
tinie and" strength that su<Jh a visit would 
involve.- However, 'oeing now convinced 
iohaX there is a fair .-prospect of a journey to 
the Holy City being attended by some per- 
manent good to the cause he has so muoli 
at heart, our leader Ihas agreed to disembark 
at Port Said on tihe voyage out to the col- 
onies, for the purpose stated. 

The season of the year is favoralbk for sudh 
a visit. The time it -will occupy will be but 
six days ; tSie distance is short, only requiring 
a few hours' siteaim from Port Said, and forty- 
eight miles by rail from Joppa to Jerusalem. 
It is also hoped that, with the voyage, tihe 
change and comparative cessation from big 
public gatherings will recuperate the Gen- 
eral's strength for l9ie arduous task before 
him in Australia. 

.T!he visit has also a personal, we might 
add a sacred, -^dharm albout it, for surely no 
man living has done more than he to influ- 
ence the minds of the common people of the 
world with the divine trutSis which will ever 
bt associated with tihe hills and valleys, and 
gardens and rivers and pools, surrounding 
the Holy City, 

In this connection it is especially pleasing 
to learn that it is almost certain that the 
General will be accompanied bv the Oiief 
of the Staff, the only fault,'in the judgment 
of the War Cr}', being that two such devotees 
of the gospel of work -will be tempted to 
compromise the benefiis derived from Ulie 
sea and land trio 'by f-illinr -iiti! the len-pta- 
tion of doing t<x> imuch. 

The General's campaign will em'brace large 
meetings and conferences in the principal 
cities and' tovnis of West Australia. South 
Australia, Tasmania, Queensland, and New 
South Wales; while the most important Staff 
Councils and tihe biggest gatherings wiil be 
held in Melbourne, Victoria. It includes, of 
course. New Zealand, £or which colony an 
important program has been fixed. 

There w^ill be a great send-off meeting to 
the General in Exet«r Hall on March ist. 

In connection with the General's propram 
of work in England, after ihis return froir. 
Australia, another motor tour through Eng- 
land and Scotland, to finish up with a tour 
through Ireland, is in contemplation.

Testimony as to the Improved 
conditions under the new law Is _gener.T]. and no 
eoiitpiaints have fcccn received from owners or mas- 
ters of vessels, who seem, as a rule, disposed to 
promote the enforcement of the allotment law. It 
has (been alleged that crlmpo on the Pax:lflc Coast 
have charge British shipmasters sixty and seventy 
dollars a man to. furnish crews for British vessels. 

More potent than any law In olieoklng the evils 
ftt thE crimping syEtem has been the change from 
sail vessels to steamers, and the regularity It hna 
jrftrodueed Into all fnrm.« nf mnrinp life. The ereat 
majority of men employed on ocean liners ship for 
another year as soon as one haa been complftted, and 
thus remain In the constant service of one employer 
throughout the year. The crimp's opportunity de- 
pended chiefly upon the long and irregular sojourn 
In port of sail vessels. But since 1890 (lie tonnage 
of the world's sea-going sail craft has decreased 
from 9,000,000 to aliout 6,000,000 tons, while the 
tonnae-e of steamers has increased from 13,(I00,00» 
to 20,000,000 tons. 



A PiGHT WITH DEATH.

There was .'. slat of 
wood about seven fi'et long lying neai. and this 
Rowes handed to Hoover, wiho, using It with one 
hand, managed to push oft the elght-lncii driving 
belt and atop the machinery. 

Released from his perilous position, Mr. Hoover 
WHS almost cumplettly exhausted by his hali-iiour's 
struBEie, "Dlit was uniniurod beyond a few bruises. 
ETls coat and vest, however, which wpre f:Fi light In 
the machinery, were torn to shreds. Mr, Hoover 
has ibeen a mill operative for the past twenty-eight 
years, and this is the first accident that has ever 
befallen him. Needless to ^ay, lie feels osrcedlnrly 
thankful to have escaped so well from sueh a 
dangerous situation.

HINTS ON HOW TO PLAY THE 
CORNET. 

First. — You should place the mouthpiece 
on ihc lips, so that it will ifeel perfectly na- 
tural and easy. The general idea advanced 
by the great Arban (which I fully endorse) 
is to place the mouthpiece on the lips in thirds 
— that is, One-third on the upper lip and tv/o- 
tliirds on the lower lip. 

.Serondlvj — How to play the cornet without 
tiring the lips. This may seem impossible, 
but nevertheless you can do it, if you will 
take care of the little tlhings to be considered 
in the great art of cornet playing. 

Practice the short, stacatto style of 
tongucing, with piano tone; study to articu- 
late the letters "T" and "K" distinctly, 
without the instr-Limcnl, usiipy Lhem as con- 
fionants; maps^ge the buccinator muscles, 
which are situated at the corners of the 
nnjutli, by spilitiuy ixn imaginary thread ofi^ 
the end of the tongue. Vibrate the lips by 
forcing the air from between them when 
closed; do not press the mouthpiece too hard 
against the lips, but rather -pinch the tones, 
viiLhoiit any exeilioii Or jjressure from the 
diapluagm or abdomen. This should only 
be done when fortissimo tones arc required. 
Keep the mouth clean by rinsing with a good 
oiiitiseptic dentifrice ; alway.? warm your 
mouthpiece before placing it to your lips ; 
keep your instrument clean, inside and out- 
side. Don't blow all your breath away on 
one phrase, you .neefl a reserv-c force always 
on 'hand. 

Thrrd!)". IIovv to breathe cOii'^cLly. 
Breathe from ilie h;isr of the Hmgf; do not 
raise t)be shoulders; practice deep breathing 



wiUhout the instrument; never play a song 
without first learning the words; this v/ill 
lead you into the artistic part of intelligent 
interpretation, which appeals to all music- 
ians; exercise good judgment in shadJncf your 
tones, and do not waste j'Onr breath on use- 
less fortissimos, bmt rather concentrat"^ the 
tones, which are always more enjoyable to 
the audience. A jfew words relative to tone 
production may be interesting. The old and 
useless idea of holding long tones and tiring 
the lips rJhould be avoided. The best I have 
found, from long experience, is a beautiful 
phrase in song, which can be shaded in as 
many ways as tihere are notes, an'd when von 
play them, put some soul into the tone. You 
cannot play a beautiful tone with a marbk 
heart. — Paris Chambers, in British Bands- 
man.

School— Plans to Feed Them by the 

Salvation Array. 

That the social contrast between the very 
rich and the very poor is daiiy wideninpf piay 
be readily deducted from the fact that with 
the present prosperous condibion of industries 
and commeree in the U. S. A., there are 
-'0,000 hungry ehiW.ren found in 'Nav York, 
for tfliat is the number given as a conservative 
estimate by people who ought to know. 

The New Yofk Evening- Journal said in 
a recent issue: 

" In this year of prosperitv, 1905, a plan is 
being seriously considered by the School 
Board to allow the 70,000 children in Man- 
hattan who go tfj school breakfastless every 
day to be fed by charity at the hand? of the 
Salvation Army. 

" Eva Booth, Commander of t'be Salvation 
Army, has made a proposition to Superin- 
tendent Maxwell, of tihe public schools, by 
whicih these hialf-starved little ones may be^ 
come charges of The Salvation Army. 

" ' I consider the plan a most excellpnt one," 
said Superintendent of Sohools Maxwell. ' It 
has my unqualified indorsement, and I shall 
submit it to the Board 01 Education, witii ihc 
recommendation that it be accepted, at the 
Board meeting next Tuesday.' 

" Miss Booth was moved to take action bv 
a statement of Rdbcrt Hunter, wiho h:;s been 
.studying East Side conditions,"

The Commander, JVIiss Evangeline Bootli, 
has opened seven food stations, which will 
be open ifrom 7 to 9 every morning. Hot 
soup and a roll ™ill be served to tlie children. 
A ticket system is to be installed. The tick- 
ets will be given to the dhildren by their 
teacherS; 

The fitst three stations opened fed between 
500 and 600 children on the first niori'.ing. 
The folioiwing newspaper extract tells inter- 
estihglv of the opening: 

" Miss Booth, accompanied by Colonel Cox, 
was at the Charry St. Station to greet the 
fiifit two 'Child- en that arrived. These were 
P:itsy Flinn and Dominico Feraro, both Ipss 
than eight years old, and both .^hoavine: out- 
lines of a hast^ face washintr. They arrived 
at No. 93 Oher y St. shortly Vter 8 o'clock. 

" Coir.mande Bonth greeted t'he little fel- 
lows in her kindly way. Two boilinrr hot 
bowls of veget-: ble soup, steaming hot coffee 
and sugar-coaL:.:d buns were put before the 
bashful pair. At the sigftt oif tile hot brea!k- 
fast they cast aside their diffidence and at- 
tacked the food with both hands. 

" Miss Booth assured the youngsters that 
there was plenty of time, fcut wise l^atsy 
whispered to the Italian that ' de rest of dc 
gang'd be in in a iminute,' whereupon Do- 
minico ate faster than before. 
All Ate Ravenously. 

" Patsy -was riglht. In less .than ten min- 
utes after his arrival 'tliere was a crowd cf 
bovs and girls pushing and shoving through 
the doors. 

"'Come right in, children,' Commiander 
BooUh called to them. 'Come over jiere, lil- 
tie girls, near the stoye,' 

" There was a long table, covered with oil- 
cIolIi, The soup was ladled out to them in 
bi^ bovifls, the buns .passed around, and the 
hot .coffee served. It was a sight th.it only 
pci.sims who study how llie other half live 
ever see. Every child /w,n.i; hungry. Every 
one had gone to the big schoof, No. i, in 
Henry Street, many a time hungry, anrl had 
been hungry all 4ay. And how they did 
devour the food. 

Plenty for Everyone. 

" Miss Booth stood by assuring the IJLtle 
ones that -then? was plenty for everybody,, 
but the little ones were not taking any 
chances. A bun in the stomadi is worth all 
the assurances in t'he world. By 8.30 o'clock 



the room was crowded. Some tots were too 
smai! to handle fhe soup spoons and the big 
cups of cotTee, S:ilvation Army lasses helped 
them. 

" As the hour for schon! approached the 
crowd began to thin out. Many of tflieni 
stuffed their pockets with buns and r=n av/ay 
to scliool, shouting and laughing. 

" ' I think,' said Commander Booth, ' that 
ihis new departure of ours will do a groat 
cieai Of good, as soon as the poor people learn 
nj it. T thought of this plan for a long, long

DISEASES OF THE EYE.— (Contlmied.) 
Color BlindnesB. " 

There is one other fact among the diseases of the 
eye whicOi^has recently attracted much nttention 
among physloiana, and has became a matter of great 
Importance In connection with public coiiveyances. 
This is the lack of aibiUty in tbe part of some la- 
dlvlduals to distinguish properly between diSerent 
colors — a condition technically known Qa *' color 
blindness," It seems at first Incomprehensible that 
a man v/ho can sco at all cannot distinguish colors 
perfectly. But the foot is that the ability to dia- 
Llngulsh outline is quite dlstlnat from the ability te 
distlngi;!^ oolor. It. |h a fact thut one ninn may 
see B, iTftv horse Just as distinctly as a Second In- 
dividual can, and yet the first may be unable to 
see any dlftertnce between a bay horae and a black 
horse of simitar outline — a difference which Is, of 
course, plainly perceptible to most of us, Ts some 
Individuals ripe cherries are Inili3tingui3ha,ble In 
color from the leaves that surround them. 

This defect of vision la often called "Daltonism," he- 
cause a noted chemist by Che name oi ijakim was a 
sufferer from this def«ct, and desorlhed very graph- 
ically tbe way In whiab different colora appeared to 
him. To Dalton bluOu appeared of a toior similar 
to that colled bottle-green; srass hpA ^ cnior nl- 
most Identical with red objects. Green ciotli, such 
OS is used to cover tables, appeared of a dull red 
color. "When this kind of cloth loses Its color, aa 
other people say, and turns yellow, then It oppears 
to me a pleasant gj^en. , Very light gi'een' paper, 
Bilk, etc., are white to me. Colors appear to nie 
much the same by moonlight as tdiey do by candie- 
lighL By lightning and by electric light they appeal 
as by daylight A llgnt drab woollen cloth Eearas to 
resemble a green by the day."

Cardinal Wolsey, there was no one to keey him In 
oidcT, He Tf'OUju iiave no more to do with [he pope, 
but, Hild he was the head o£ the Church o£ England 
hlmselfj and could settle matterj h.a own way. He 
leally wos a very learned man, and had u-rlttpn a 
book to uphold the dotjuinea ot Ihu Church, which 
had caused the ipope to call hlra the Defender o£ the 
Fnlth. Alter the king's or queen's name on a co.n 
may be seen F. D. — ^Fldel Delensor. This B'-ajids tor 
that name In Latin. But Henry used his Jenrnng 
now afaalnat the pope. He declared tihat h,a Jnaj r.aije: 
with Katharine was Eood tor nothing, and s^nt her 
away to a house In Huntingdonshire, where, In three 
years' time, she pined away and died. In tli(- mean- 
time he had married Anne Boloyn, talien Crjmwell 
as his chief adviser, ar,d had maue Thomas Cranmer 
archblahop of Canteibury. Tihen, calling h.mfcelf 
Head o£ the Church, he insisted that ah hii people 
uhoidd own him aa auc;h; biit the ^ood oiaa knew 
Ihat our Lord Jesus Chrlat Is the only real Head of the 
Church, and they had learnt to believe that the pope 
13 the father blahop ot the weat, though he had 
sometimes taken more power than he ouKht, and 
no king tjuuiu ever "ue the aa-me fl-g a pairjarcji or 

the heads of two ot the best — Bishop Fianer and Sir 
Thomas More — though they had b- en h^s great 
friends. BIr Thomas More'a ^ood daugrhtor, Miu'- 
(raret. came and kissed him on his way to be ex- 
ecuted; and afterwards, when his head wab placed 
on a spike or.

and Crumwell had token It upon them to go on with 
what had been begun in 'Wolsey'a time— the looltlng 
Into tlie slate of all Uie monascerlea, S'>rae were 
tuxxni B"hiK on oadly, and the messengers look care 
to make the worst of everything. So all ihe worst 
houses were broken up, and the monks seni to tholr 
homes, with a small payment to maintain ihem for 
the rest of their lives. 

As to the lands that ^ood men of old Uiid giver.

there, Henry mads gifts of them to the lords about 
court. Whoever chose to ask for an aibbey could 
get u. from th'e king's good nature; arid, as they 
wanted mnr? and mere, Henry weuL on breaking up 
the monasteries, till the whole of them weie gone. 
A good deal of their riches he Icept tor hlmatlf, and 
Iwo new bishoprics ivere endowed from their spoils, 
h'jt most of tiieiii Were bestowed on the courtiers. 
The Itlng, however, did not at all Intend to change 
Ihe teaching of the Church, and whenever t person 
was detected in teaching anything contrary to her 
doetrlnes, as they were at that time underfitoo.], he 
'.vas tried by a court of clergy.-ncn and lawj ers be- 
fore the bishop, and, if convicted, was — -according 
to the cruel custom of those t mes — burnt to death 
at a stake In the nmrket-place of the next town.
